Not unlike the manner in which Jack Nicholson as The Joker in “Batman” caused Jerry Hall as his 
girlfriend to undergo grotesque facial alterations in “Batman” as part of his “art”, a DELUDED 
AMAZINGLY WEALTHY WOMAN imagines herself an amazing sculptress of realistic busts. 

This delusion is enforced by her wealthy father through an “Emperor’s Clothes” type approach, 
arranging that all who pose for her are part of her (hired) crowd / entourage, and must undergo 
plastic surgery to conform to the busts she sculpts, once completed.
